He has au- 
thored a bill to extend GI Bill edu- 
cation rights to soldiers now return- 
ing to civilian life; another to provide 
scholarships for 40,000 new students 
a year for six years, another 20,000 to 
students already in school. He is earn- 
ing the respect of his colleagues in 
the Senate; he is doing the nation 
good.

LYNDON’S FLOOR REPORT play 


(Special to The Observer) 
WASHINGTON 

Senator Lyndon Johnson has found 
that taking on the role of defender of 
the United States is a big job, fraught 
with many personality conflicts, as 
well as roadblocks holding back ex 
penditures, research, and production 
of missiles. 

The Senate preparedness subcom 
mittee chairman in the end became the 
target of some missiles himself, hurled 
by Democrats in an underground 
movement, and a whole phalanx of 
Republicans, mostly House members. 

One hundred and ten days after the 
investigations began into what let the 
Russians get into the air with a Sput 
nik first, and what condition actually 
exists as regards U. S. defenses, 
Johnson went on the Senate floor 
with a 7000-word report in his hands. 

Johnson’s attitude indicated — th 
Russians are not the only people he is 
battling. He looked sick at heart. His 
voice was low and got lower as he 
proceeded.
